CALIFORNIA. 
Sak Francisco, Oct. 21. — Aiuong 
the vessels which aaileci to-tlay for Li- 
verpool was the WascJale witii a cargo 
valued at §300,000. Out of this large 
carj;o canned salmon represented near- 
ly $240,000, all of whicli came froiu 
Orexon. 

Estimates have been made from time 
to time of the quantity of wheat in 
California this year available for ex- 
port to Europe. These estimates have 
ranged all the way from 600,000 to 
1,300,000 short tons, including the 
"carry over" from last year. The Pro- 
duce E.xehange, in order to sottlf! tiie 
maiter, detsrmined to have an ofticial 
stock taken, something never done at 
this time of year. A printed report has 
just been. issued this evening. It shows 
that on October 10th there were in the 
State seven hundred, live ihousaiid 
short tons. This includes 28,000 tons 
of Oregon wheat received hers between 
July 1st and October 10th, aLso the 
wheat afloat in the harbor, and flour 
reduced to wheat, deducting as follow.'!: 
^Required .for coasumption and seed, 
200,000 tonsj exports to Ohina and 
Central American countries, 70,000, 
and "carry over" to next year, 40,000. 
This would Iprvo, including Oreijon 
wheat received vp to October lOth, 
395,000 siiort tons avaiablo for export 
to Europe. 

Stockton, (Cal.), Oct. 24.— Rev. 
Jas. Wells, charged with the murder of 
Philip Finch at llipon a few months 
ago, was acquitted to day. Wells ac- 
cused Finch of seducing Wells' sister, 
and shot him dead on the road. 

San FR4Jf<3iaoo, Oct. 14. — B. J. Shay 
who was shot by J. 0. Brown last even- 
ing, is reported to-night to be in a very 
serious condition. It has been ascertain- 
ed^hat the third bull6t entered the ab- 
dominal cavity, the wounds causing the 
victim intense suffering. 

Martha N. Hood, who was so sav- 
agely assaulted and had her brains 
beat out by her brother-in-law, John 
Kernaghan, on Monday last, died this 
evening at 7 o'clock, remaining uncon- 
scious to the end. 

EASTERN S'l'ATE.S. 
New York, Oct. 22. — Tlie Herald 
has the following incident relating to 
Fish, the aged hanker here from Sing 
Sing to testify in the Ward case: Fish 
exchanged his prison cell for city hotel 
fare only to encounter more sorrow 
than last autunin brought hiin. While 
he was in the district attorney's oflice 
the corpse of hit son, who recently died 
in Louisiana, reached the G-rand Cen- 
tral depot for shiptnonc to his fortuer 
home in Connecticut for burial. One of 
the officers, as gently asjjossible, broke 
the news to the wretched father, whose 
face grow even ])aler and more drawn 
than before, ns iie buried his face in 
his bands and wept, which was broken 
only by hia sobs and moans. At last, 
in a broken voice, he said his grief xvas 
all the more inteose because bo could 
not look once more for th(? last tiino 
upon the face of his dead son, so dear, 
dutiful and devoted.

TlAKTFoun, Conn., Oct. 9.- The 
spiritualists of this city are excited over 
the expose of Mrs. Eugene* Besto, the 
well-known illuminated materializing 
medium. She has bewildered the J)eo 
pie of cultured Boston, where she had 
crowded seances for two years, and she 
has also given successful exhibitions in 
New York, Philadelphia and Washing- 
ton.

by the medium and a wire jiut io front 
of the inside circle.

The me- 
dium then retired- to the cabinet formed 
l)y curtains inclosing » bay-window, .jv. 
deathlike silence pervaded the room, 
when a tall figure appeared, advanced 
a few steps and sang in a deep bass. 
The ne.Kt figure was Daisy, a child three 
feet tall, who talkt-d in a sweet voice. 
Then came an illuniinatod oriental 
(igure, which wore luminous robes and 
was expected to dissolve before the eyes 
of the H[)('ctators.

BEORYim-THE OOUSTRY. 

The anti-Ohinesa asaociatioQ have come 
promptly forward and repudiated a re»o> 
fution which purported to hitve been 
passed at the last meeting of the aaaooia- 
tion and which reflected injuriously on 
Mt. A."; Vroomaa. It is further stated 
(by authority) that three gentlemen who 
■weia represeiitud as being preaent at the 
meeting when the resolutions were pasBsd 
and aa having spoken to them were not 
there at all 1 This is a serious mattflr, in- 
deed, aad ahowa that some dosigniiis per- 
aoDBHTe attempting to use the association 
forimproper purposes by publishing resolu- 
tions that were never passed and reports 
of meetings that were never hold. If the 
association had not early taken the iBatter 
in hand and exposed the imposture there 
is no telling how far this particular false- 
hood might have gono or the injury that 
would have been done to a really good 
cause. While referring to this fraudulent 
act (of which tlio perpetrator has probably 
not heard the lust), we would ask the 
Knights of Labor (many of whom are 
Bubataiitial buaineaa men and responsible 
propertyholders) whether they are of 
opinion that the bo called "resolution of 
OBuaure" which was purported to have 
been passed by thair body a few evenings 
ago should bo allowed to pass uncontra- 
dicted! The ICuij^hts are iionpoliti- 
oal in Iht'ir objucts; yet a aeries 
of reaolulioiia liavo bei-.n publialied aa 
having been passed by tham which gross- 
ly misrepresents the condition of things 
here. It is stated in that precious aeries 
that the people of tliis city are in a opniii* 
tion of poverty and distress. This we 
uiiequivdcally brand as a falsehood, and 
cannot help ejpreasing astonishment that 
the intelligent members of the Knights of 
Labor should liavo allowed this injurious 
atatesnent to go forth uncontradicted to 
the world, to the manifest injury of this 
lovely town, in whioh all should £oBl a 
■udicieDt interest to refuse to set still 
while it is being defamed. Whether 
the author of the reaolutinna is 
trying to "boom" Coal Harbor at 
the espensu of Victoria cannot as 
yet be stated with certainty; but we 
feel Bare that his motive (like that of the 
mischievous persun who hafl just been ex- 
posed by the anti-Chinose association) 
was an evil one. The public hope soon 
to hear that the Xnights have repudiated 
that part of the resolutions which bears ein 
the material condition of this people, aud 
expose the author, who, so far from be- 
ing a workingmaii.ia a would-be monopo- 
list and land grabber, and ia now, or 
vfaa until quite recently, in the employ of 
the Island Railway company, who, it ia 
well-known, are nut averse to the employ- 
ment of Chinese on their works. 

Even the poor old Standard, which 
lately came under the ban of tho Ivnighfs 
of Labor for discharging its union hands 
and sending to Hongkong for Chinese 
printers, endorses tho untruthful state- 
ments in the "reaolulions of censure" — 
that poverty and distrtjss prevail in this 
city and country. The Standard per- 
haps, speaks feohngly ; it has fiilt the 
pinch; but the poverty and diatreas is all 
within the bound)) of its own establish- 
ment. There is none that we know of 
anywhexe else escept, perhaps, among 
certain disappointed otfice-seekers whose 
talents have not been appreciated by the 
government, Tho Standard charges that 
we have tried to induce inunigration by 
falsely coloring tho condition of alFaira 
here. This is falae; but what will the 
Knights of Labor say to the following, 
taken from the last now year's article of 
the Standard : 

"IMMIOUA.TIO}.'. — The number of immi- 
grants who came to our country during 
the past twelve months has been largely 
in excess of that of any previous year. As 
a consequence, newly opened up agricul- 
tural fields have been utilised and now 
form the homes ef strangers who ia a fiew 
years will wield a commanding influence 
in the happy land of their adoption. 
Favorable aa are the advances made in the 
settlement of our country, we are prone 
to confess that our local parliament had 
it in their power to have done mure in 
this direction. By their aupineneas, 
many able-bodied adventurers came to 
our shores and left again, finding the con- 
duct of the James Bay rulers not in ac- 
cordance with their published promises in 
the matter of agricultural and mining in- 
dustries." 

The country is felicitated in the above 
quotation upon attracting and absorbing 
a large population, and tho government 
are blamed, censured fur not having done 
more in that direction ! 

An excellent contemporary over the 
Sound, th6' rost'InteUigencer, has 
gathered the idea from readino the gutter 
literature of Victoria that The Colonist 
has got into the tropics by a "slip of the 
pen." We can assure our contemporary 
that such is not the fact. The ac-oalled 
slip was not a slip at all. It is a fact 
that, speaking of Dominion government 
matters, this province, at tho time we 
wrote, was withoul a grievance. Since 
our article appeared a "grievance" has 
manifeated itself through tlie alleged 
mal-adniinistration of the Chinese restric- 
tion aet. It is stated that certiicat»>i of 
residence are granted to Chinese who are 
without the country and are mailed to 
them by their friends. This charge should 
be investigated, and we are not surprised 
that a public meeting has been called to 
consider it. The charge against 'The 
Colonid— that it has falsely represented 
Victoria aa being in a condition of pros- 
perity when it is the reverse, is an un- 
truth. Wo have said nothing about mat- 
ters here that cannot bo verified; and it 
jTaa a disgraceful act for any one to send 
abroad tho statement that the place ia 
steeped in poverty. That there is an 
overplus of labor, is true; but there ia 
no actual distress here. From the east 
the roporta show a deplorable con- 
dition of afFaird among all classes; but 
there in neither he\^gh\<i nor misery in 
Victoria. Will tho Post-Intelligencer 
pleMo note tha fact i

CALIFOHNfA. 

— Tho case 
against Millua, the United States deputy 
marshal charged with having attomptud 
to bribe United Status Inspector Ilawoa 
to illow remanded Chinanion to come 
ashore, was . to-day dismissed by United 
States Commissioner Sawyer. 

Advices received here state that the 
English hop^crop will be 150,000 hundred 
weight short of what was oatinmtod. 

The case of C. A. Buckley, the doino- 
cralic leader of this city, who is cliarged 
with contempt of court for having, as al- 
leged, accepted §500 on promise to ad- 
vance tho aeaessinent cases of Dutinett 
and Parker against the city of San Fran- 
cisco, came up for hearing to day in tho 
supremo court. Buckley filed an aliidavit 
denying all the'chargcs. Taylor corrobo- 
rated Buckley's testimony, that not a 
word passed between them about the su- 
preme court, After arguments on tioth 
sides the case was taken under advi.io- 
ment.

He had her buried in the paupers' 
corner, but public indiguatioti compelled 
the removal of tho remains to the side of 
tho husband and children.

SERVIA AND BULGARIA. 

Bui!iiAKtsr, Oct. 25. — A slight skirmish 
has taken place botwoen Bulgarian and 
Servian pickets. 

Soi'iA, Oct. 25. — Five thousand infan- 
try from the Adrianople ftoutier have ar- 
rived here. They are looking wall. 

Salo.moa, Oct. 25.— Large bodios of 
troops continue to arrive here. 

Tho Russians in tho Bulgarian service 
advise that Sofia be fortified. Prince 
Alexander intends to fortify the town. 

ENGLAND. 

LoNiJON, Oct. 25. — The trial of Stead 
and other prisoners in the Armstrong 
case was resumed to-day. Ann Brough - 
ton, tho neighbor of Mrs, Armstrong, 
who introduced the latter to Mrs, Jarrett, 
was examined for the prosecution. She 
repeatedly contradicted herself, and de- 
nied that Mrs. Armstrong had asked her 
about the character of Mrs. Jarrett, and 
that Mrs. Jarrett had asked whether the 
girl was pure, as was asserted by Mrs. 
Armstrong. 

Sermons against disostablishnfent were 
preached by clergymen of the Church of 
England througliout the country yester- 
day, 

BURMAH, 

London, Oct. 25. — The foreign re.sj- 
dentaat Mandalay, the capital of Burmah, 
arc being boycotted by tho natives. Tha 
Burmese envoy, who arrived at Rangoon 
recently, and who said he was on the way 
to Germany to sign a treaty with that 
csuntry, but whose real object, it ia 
thought, was to watch the military pre- 
parations at Rangoon, now announcos 
that he must return to Mandalay to trans- 
late to hia government the J3ritish ulti- 
matum, as there is no native otiicial there 
ablo to 00 so. The Siamese government 
has completed a telegraph line from 
Bangkok to Ruhung. 

OALcaxTA, Oct. 25,— Lord DufTerin has 
received orders from tho homo govern- 
ment for tho immediate dispatch of troops 
to Uiirmah. 

London, Oct. 25.— Tho British man- 
of-war Bacchante, with Admiral Richards 
on board, has sailed from Zanzibar for 
Rangoon. 

THE SOUDAN, 

Cairo, Oct. 25. — Sister Uepriani, who 
has arrivod hero from Khartoum, states 
that Slattin Boy, Lupton Boy aud Cuzia 
Bey have been cast into chains at Om- 
durraman. That place, she says, has be- 
como a second Mecca, and thousands of 
Arabs are visiting the Mahdi's tomb 
there. She also atatea that tho garrison 
at Sennar were surprised while on a for- 
aging e.^ijedition. 'Ihoi." retreat was out 
off, and thoy wore compelled to surrender 
to the rebels. 

Sister Copriani, roforring to the fate of 
Oliver Paino says, that ho fell from his 
camel while ill, and that tho Arabs who 
were hurrying forward at tho time buried 
him before ho was dead. 

AUSTRIA. 
ViHN.NA, Oct. 25. — Tlie Kinperor Fran- 
cis .'osepli'a speech to tho dolegations 
yeaterday, haa produced a gloomy effect 
in Hungary. It portends the continuance 
of tho triple alliance, against which tho 
lower chamber of the Hungarian diat 
protested in 1884. 

IRELAND. 
Duiii.ix, Out. 25.— Tho Patriotic Union 
has issued a long manifesto denouncing 
the Irish National League for having for 
live years embittered Irish home life, 
coercion of individual liberty, extorting 
hard earned money from the people, and 
permitting tho perpetration of outrages. 
T!ie uniiin nppHala to tho people to assert 
their independence of the league and 
.maintain the integrity of tho empire. 
The manifesto calls upon the electors to 
vote against the tyranny of Mr. ParnoU 
and his cliques, petty traders, bankrupt 
farmers and idle loungora, who form the 
league and intimidate the country. 

. "CANADA. 
QuKsao, Oct. 25 —This eyening in all 
the Protestant and Catholic churches a 
letter from the corporation board of health 
was read, calling upon tlie members of the 
different congregations to be vaccinated at 
once. 

Touoi'iTo, Oct. 25.— The first death 
from smallpox in Toronto occurred to day. 
The victim was a boy. It is supposed 
that he caught the disease from hia father 
who had buon unpacking infected gloves 
frum jAIontreal. 

MoNTUKAL, Oct. 25.— The authorities 
are meeting with considerable opposition 
in tho work of isolating smallpox patients, 
To-day, a carter named Trepanior called a 
number of his neighbors to his as'siatance, 
and togutlier with tho mob drove off a 
posse of tho saiiitnry police, which had 
como to raniovo one of tiie carter's child- 
ren to the hospital, Trepanior will be 
summoned before the new court, which 
has been esta1]lished for the trial of such 
cases. At another house to which officers 
went for a similar purpose, a man drew a 
knife and kept them at bay until he was 
reasoned out of his folly.

Spknoe's Bkidue, Oct. 20. — A move- 
ment was started at Spenco's Bridge ou 
Saturday for tho purpose of building a 
winter road to tho new mines at Gr.inite 
Craok, tho present trail over the Hope 
mountains being iiupasaablo from the 
middle C'f November to. the end of May 
each year. Tho proposed sleigh road 
starta from tho Nicola wagon road about 
half-way butweoii Kainloops and Spenco's 
Bridge at the Hamilton ranch, thonca 
thirty nulea over ii prairie country. Tho 
estimated coat of this soctlou ia 81000. 
From the end of the prairie country to 
the level of the Otter river, a distance of 
ab.iut tiftten miles, the work will bo 
heavy, consisting of clearing trees and 
side hillgrading. Tho estimated cost of 
this section is $1500. From tho point 
whoro tlie propuaed road strikes tho Otter 
valley it is intended to make uao of a Uno 
chain of small lakes which in winter will 
make a capital road. The distance in 
this valley and on the Tulameen river 
will be about fifteen miles, and the ivork 
will consist merely of cutting out the 
small bruali and making approaches to tho 
lakes. When this road completed it 
will give quick and oasy cnminuiiioation 
from tho railway to the minoa all winter 
and give the thousand men in tho mines 
now a ohance to get supplies for early 
work in tho 8|)riiig. Three hiiudrod and 
tifty dollars was raised in an hour here. 
Subscription lists have boeu sent to Kam- 
loops, Nicola ViiUoy and tlio mines. 

The Seixure of llia Aiidcfsou, 

It has been an open secret among a 
number of people that for months past 
Chinamen were being smuggled to tho 
other sidu in steamers, but of 
courae no oiio troubled themselves 
about it hero, except thoHo whose 
habit it had been to take them 
over in small boats. For a couple of 
months past agents of tho U. S. customs 
have been fre(i.uently in A'icturia trying 
to ferret the niactor out, ua it was appar- 
ent large numbers of Celestials and quan- 
tities uf opium woro being amugglod into 
the American territory. Tho revenue 
cutter Oliver Wolcott followed up tho 
Eliza Anderson on her last trip lost week, 
and on her arrival at Port Townsend she 
was seizsd on suspicion. A search brought 
to light two^Chineae boys under the boil- 
er. Tho steamer was further searched 
but no opium was discovered. The 
authorities dismissed ihc; crew, and an of- 
ficer of the customs haa been placed in 
charge until tho investigation takes place, 
when if tho smuggling ia proved a very 
heavy fine will be imposud. 

It was rumored yusieni.iy in Chinatown 
that when tne Aiulorson left here on Fri- 
day last, at two in tho morning, tho two 
boys discovered and four nthor Chinamen 
were on board. The hitter were not 
found and it is thought thoy wei-o so so- 
curely hidden that they have by this time 
perished in their close quarters. It has 
been tho habit to smuggle a number of 
Chinese over tor which the carriers re- 
ceived §30 per head. Theso iniipodiately 
returned with return certificates from tho 
U. S. authorities, which wero forwarded 
to China to be used by new immigrants, 
or by Chinese in Victoria. Through tho 
vigilance of tlio new reijiiiie at tho Port 
Townseiul custom liouse thia priictioo on a 
largo scale has evidently beon given a 
sevore blow. But we are loath to be- 
lieve that Oapt. Tom Wright ia implicat- 
ed.

fifteen thousand pagans from crossing our 
borders from British Columbia if he is 
hcmest. We havo resolved that tho 
Chineao must go, and this agitation shall 
bo kept up until ';hoy are gone." 

A series of very energotitj reoolutions 
having been passed, J. A. Oomerford, of 
Tacoma, was the next speaker. When I 
look about at this vast conconrao of doo- 
plo which, by ihe pormissitui of Governor 
S(|uiio and tho deputy ahorifTs, has met 
together this evening, it rerainda me of 
the old maid who was about to be married, 
and when she entered the church on the 
arm of her intended the organists struck 
up tho tune "This is the way I long have 
sought, and ai;j!hod because I found it 
not." Wlien I aeo auch an array of ladies 
and gentlemen and hear tho generous ap- 
plause, I rnalin'3 that this ia more than an 
ordinary occasion. I feel that the work- 
ingmon have cast the die, to win or lose. 
On November 1st, if you fail, let me toll 
you, you will fail forover and a day. \Yo 
brought from Taooma our torphes. They 
are not incendiary flumes, but beacon 
lights shining for the workingmen who 
will fiock hero to take tho places of tho 
heathens, In tho dispatches we read 
whore your duJe, milk and-water gover- 
nor said tho better class of people were in 
favor of tho Chinese remaining. I as'-; 
the governor by what standard ho ^judges 
this people? Does lie gauge thoifl by the 
size of the buzzard dollars in Remington's 
safel l^'ll tell Gjoverno^., Squire that he 
lies from his tooth' to his heart when he 
calls the thieves who stole our timber and 
coal land,T tho better class ot our citizena. 
Thoro has not yot even hoen a ()Uou.3 on 
one of their dirty heads twisted, and yet 
Gov. Squire talks of quartering troops in 
our midst. If the governor wants to allay 
public opinion he must get an injun9^iQn 
on you and me. I'll te\l yoi^ ab;o\^t ihin 
business, jff I sl^oulcl moot a man with a 
mVislcet stim'liiig around to keep my con- 
scie.nce, I would kill him if my stool 
would roach his heart. In Tacoma we 
had 800 Chiiiumen. VYo told them tn tjo. 
\Ve now havo ICO, w|5n Vi'oi^ld go b^t foY- a 
gaggina coTporatibn, ihe Tacoma .B.anljf, 
which tells them to atf^y.

"These two poi cent, sharps who have 
robbed the people of their coal, and tim-

The 
Chinese will go on November 1st' peace- 
ably, and if not jjcacoably thoy go any- 
how. If they are not all gone by that 
time, we will lay tho blame at tho doors 
of your deputy sheriffs. Laws never en- 
force themselves, and Captain Beochor 
with hia yacht and., five assistants can't 
keep 15,000 heathens From crossing our 
borders from British Columbia. I'll tell 
Governor Stiuiro if ho is honest ho will 
arm his deputies with Winchoater and 
Romingtoii rifles, and make a coast guard 
to keep ths Chiuoso out.

Halifax, Oct. 12. — The Alert arrived 
early Sunday morning. The boys are all 
well and safe, except Inglis, who died, 
and Stubart and party, who, afraid tho 
Alert had been unable to make hor way 
up or mot with some accident, had gone 
to Fort Chima, 250 miles distant, in a 
B mall boat. They got on the H udson 's B ay 
steamer Labrador there, bound forHigou- 
leto, whoro they wanted the Alort to call 
for them, but the Labrador got on tho 
rocks thirty miles from that place, and 
probably ia a total wreck. Previous to 
reaching Nachvak bay, on Juno luth, tho 
Alert was in field ice five feet thick -10 
miles to east, shd extending in over^.- 
other direction ns far as the eye could 
roach. The steamer drifted about in this 
ice field untilJuly 7th, when sho returned 
to St. John's for repairs. On July 27tli 
the Alort was aguin back at Nachvak bay 
and had no difficulty in entering, and tho 
man were told off to their different sta- 
tions. 

On Augnst 4th they passed tho Hud- 
son's Bay vessels Princess Royal and 
Comowen. Observations and inquiries 
showed that tho ice this year was three 
weeks later than last, and navigation was 
not open till the first week in August. 
The i\.lert broke her propeller in trying to 
get to Afhe Inlet through the ice on 
August 0th, and drifted about for a week. 
On the 21st thoy got out of tho ice and 
nover saw it aftorwarda. liaaed upon the 
reports from these stations he is onifirmod 
in tho opinion that tho strait and bay are 
navig,-iblo to properly equipped steamers 
for four months of the year. While there 
wua no doubt at al' in his mind as to tho 
practicability of naviga ion for the season 
named, thoro was a question whether tho 
cobt would be audi as tocompeto with exist- 
ing routes, considering tho cost of building 
and handling ships required for such trade, 
and such a short season of navigation. 
The winter temperature was not so low as 
anticipated, as at not one of the stations 
was the minimum temperature as low as 
frequently recorded at settled portions of 
the Northwest. 

Profeaanr Bell was surprised to find tho 
region richer in min<<ral wealth than he 
previously supposed, and thoro is no 
question regarding its wealth in fish and 
fur. 

Tho Toronto Mail, commenting on the 
resulta, says: If t'le route is found prac- 
ticable and will pay, not alono tho North- 
west but the whole Dominion will be 
benefited by it, but it will not be wise to 
take it for granted that snch is the case 
until capital has beon appealed to and has 
decided in the affirmative. 



A IIii;;c Blast. 



Yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock, at 
Niagara Gallon, a deep chasm on t)xe Is- 
land Railway line, 12 miles from Esqui- 
mau, 7i tons of giant Judson powder in 
four tunnels was exploded simultaneously 
by electricity. About 25,000 tons of rock 
was displaced and hurlod to the bottom of 
thecaiton whoro it and the ilebHs from 
succeeding blasts will serve as a founda- 
tion for trestle work to be erected there. 
Tho concussion caused by the blast was 
not very great, but many fragments ot 
rock took an lerial flight toja great height. 
Chief Engineer Hunter, Mr. Bennett, 0.

To THE EiJiToii:— In referenco to a 
very inturesting account in Saturday's is- 
sue of your valuable paper of the work- 
ing and improvements effected in tho 
luiiatio asylum on the mainland, everyone 
must feel gratified at tho general treat- 
ment adopted towards those helpless 
creatures — the inmates. Both in America 
and England ciibrts have beon made for a 
number of years to improve tho mental 
condition of these poor creatures and 
place them on the stage of life as self- 
reliant beings capable of earning their 
own livings. It is said that 35 per cent, 
of them can be, by education, ao elevated. 
At Earlawood, near tho Redhill station of 
the Brighton railway in England, there is 
a handsome pile of buildings, which was 
erected in 1857, and which ie an institu- 
tion for the keeping and training of ini- 
bocilos. Tho boys and girls here present 
tho appearance of a largo school, and they 
go about their duties with an alacrity and 
a will that seem utterly opposed to tho 
usual habits of imbeciles; and this is of- 
ten surprising to their instructors them- 
selves, The majority of tho patientii 
who, although termed boys and girla, havo 
in many cases reached mature ages, 
when admitted aro misohievous and de- 
structive in the extreme, destroying their 
clothes, and eating and tearing thoir food 
like wild beasts. Instead of being scold- 
ed and beaten, thoy are petted and praised 
and their very evil propensities aro made 
a means of leading them into habits of 
obedience and usefulness. The method 
ot instruction is unique; tho faculty of. 
imitation being tho lovor which tho teachora 
use. Instruction in eating with a knif.o and 
fork is also taught, and very speedily they 
feed themselTes like other people. The 
process ia, of course, vory alow and 
tedious. There aro aomo fifty or more 
lads in 0:10 room putting square pegs into 
square holes; others fitting oval and other 
forma in oorrosponding recoEses. In this 
way the eye is taught to appreciate ac- 
curately how to fit things together. Some 
of them who show an inclination that 
way also learn drawing. Tho tailor's shop 
turns out all the olothos used by tho in- 
mates. 7h() atvoemaker's shop supplies 
the ifool- covering, and tho carpenters do 
tho repairs and make the articles used on 
tho premioea. .And this is the result of 
educutud idiot labor. The tire of intol- 
ligenco seems to light up tho dullest face 
when petted or praised by ono of the jn- 
atructors. Tho tyaining of the girls ia 
calculated »o practice in all dojnestio 
oporitiona. Thoy scrub, work at the 
needle, attend to tho linen, etc. There 
ia .ilsQ Borlin v.'ool-working, admirably 
Qono by aomo of the poor idiots. Two 
days are sot apart in the week for speoisl 
amusements. By means of a' lithe-light 
moveable figures are cast upon a white 
shoot. Punch and Judy, etc., and, in fact, 
anything calculated to divert their poor 
heads. There aro more than COO in this 
institution, and the resulta prove vh^l 
admirable care and attQiitiou is heatowed 
• upon these poor al^iqt^d uoea. M. 8.

VARIOUS FIELDS OF LABOR.

Presently, tlio sun became warmer, tind 
Beouied to glani right into the eyes of the 
city, for (..'liiciiiuiLti shook, hersulf, 
Btretcuetl herself, slrotclied a moment, 
unil then woke I'.p, every jilaco iit ouco. 
The populiitions bejjuii to pour into the 
streets from nil ilirectioiia, iiud the side- 
wiilks 300U bcciimo crowded with pedes- 
triiius of every deseriiilion on their way 
to work. Tlierc were old. sloop shouldered 
uioii, und hiip]>y, merry-looking boys. 
There wore ngcd, crippled women to be;,' 
on the cornors, and cureless, liui^hinij 
little girls, to play in the streets. There 
wuro all kinds of people — grave und gaj', 
sweet-faced, Rour-faccil, and dirty-faced, 
good, bad jind inililTcreuL Tliero were 
old liala und iiewhuls; straw hats, felt 
huts, and no liiits ;it :dl. iionio carried 
baskets, somo carried Imckots, and some 
carried nqtliing but light hcarls and 
empty purses. The ricli. were there, the 
poor were there. The rich josi led tho 
poor, and the poor jostled the rich; 'Thd 
rich frowiieil and were silent, nhd the 
ragged whistled and san,!^. 

"If yon want to see; life in a great city," 
observed the hoary-headed plulosopher, 
"you must get up at daybreak and wiilch 
the people on the slrccts. YouvwUI seo 
all kinds of cliaracter.-j tlien, aud all man- 
ners of e.\islencu. Now, here conios an 
inturesliug I'urty, " pointing to a little 
group of working girls walking west on 
tf'ilih street- , They wero lightly aud 
cleanly dressed, and M-ere talking noisily 
together. "It would bo a dlllicu»t matter 
to uscorlnin what proportion ^vorking- 
womeu bear lo thd populatiou of Cineiu- 
nati. From 8 o'clock in the morntug un- 
til 7:^0 the-.8treets &ro--tbrouged with 
them, aud they constltuto. a good share of 
the pedosti'ipus from uaw until 9 o'clock. 
Then agai-^ atti iu thoaflernoon they till 
the streets and\horse cars. They are of 
all ages from the cash girl of 12 or ly, in 
short drosses, to the gray-liairod. stooping 
woman of 70. Amoiig theiu are all de- 
grees of intelligence, all nationalities, 
hII styles of boauty. The majority 
of them me bright, well-behaved, and 
prett3'; but they generally look weary, 
aud often ill. -\ early all of thuin are pale 
and thin, and have careworn e.xpressioiis. 
sadly out of keejjiug on young faces, that 
should be bright and cliccrful. Many work- 
ing-girls betjin daily labor before they are 
fully in their teens. In largo families, 
which are the rule among the poorer, peo- 
ple, the little daughlor is often compelled 
to lend her aid to the general support, ..nil 
her siuall salary of jierliaps jier 
week is by no means to be de.spisi'd. Her' 
older sister's >■{'< is ofleu iia much as tlie 
father makes. " 

"Iu what kind of work aro most of 
them engaged?" asked the writer. 

"By far the greater proportion arc .^ew- 
ing-giris, " was the reply. "Under this 
class may be meutioaed ni.achiue-opera- 
tors, shirtmakers, aud those engaged iu 
various other branchcj of the trade. 
"What do tliey nuikeV" 
"Shirtmal^ors get.'HO cents per dozen for 
shirts. Two dozen is a good diiy's work. 
At this a fast worker could average about 
$8.50 a week. Cloakinakers will average 
a little hotter, some of thorn making as 
much as $8 a week. Hut the hardest work 
of this character is that of the tailoress, 
•who makes from §7 to $9 a yreok. All 
this kind of work is very cotifiaing,- and 
the constant stooping renders tbo opera- 
tor very susceptible to lung disease. Pueu- 
moiiia is very fatal to them. 
"In binderies girls are paid either by 
' the piece or;so rnuch a week. They never 
average over $4 or $5 in tliese establisli- 
monts. The girls who run folding- ma- 
chines aro paid about the same salary. 
Female clgar-maker.s are generally very 
well jjuid, as they belong to the union and 
arc allowed union prices. 

"Aud 'then there are hundreds of girls 
employed in shoe factories, rag establlsh- 
ments, peanut houses, and i)rintiiig otliccs. 
In all these places their work is valued 
much less than that of ma cs, and when 
they work on salaries their wages are con 
siderably smaller. The pay for labor in 
such places varies ijreatly, and dej ends 
almost entirely upon the liberality of the 
employer. 1 know n shoe manufacturer 
who pays his girls .'<.'5 or .^lOa week apiece, 
!ind another who pays less than half thut 
mticli. In the houses where girls are em- 
ployed in assorlintj rags they generally 
cam from !jy to a week, and in print- 
ing olUccs If paid according to tlie typo 
they sot they would earn nearly as much 
as men. They are much quicker workers, 
:i.air hands are moro nimble and dexter- 
ous, and they apply themselves closer to 
the work. " 

"Here comes a well-dressed party of 
j'oung ladies, " said the reporter, indicat- 
ing a little processioa approaching. 

" Yes, " said the other, "they are sales- 
women in the. retail dry goods and notion 
stores. They.intist always be well dressed 
and refined' In maaners and appearance. 
Other working- women may wear rough 
dresses suited to the kind' of work in 
which they ^re enga),'ed, but a saleswoman 
must always be scrupulous and neat in 
personal attire. Tliey generally begin as 
cash gii'^ at ij^ per week, and finally get 
, behind the counter at ."J."). From this time 
on their wages di^pend entirely upon the 
value they are to tbe lirm by whom they 
are employed. There are seldom two fo- 
male clerks in a store working for the 
same wages. Somo can command larger 
sahiries than others by their greater num- 
ber of acquaintances and the laiger Irado 
they are able to bring to the house. Some 
of the most valuable saleswomen of ( in- 
einnali get as high as S'.25 aud t}\lO a week. 

" Hut 'perhaijs the best paid working 
women are the nillliuors. Their salaries 
depend u|inn their. talent and adaptability, 
and I hey frequently command Incredible 
wages. 

'*And tlicn t('le.gra.phing aud stenog- 
raphy aud type-writlug provide phices for 
scores of bright young girls. As a rule, 
female telegraph operators receive Iwo- 
thirda the average of men. .Stenography 
is an acquirement which any girl can 
learn with profit. Those who make a 
business of it can always fiud employment 
and make excellent wages, ' 

"Type- writing has opnied a now field 
for youug women. They are almost unl- 
vertally employed for this work. Law- 
yers aud merchants and all business men 
like to liave-a plcasnnt youug lady in the 
oiHcc. Her presence improves the moral 
tone of the sauciuni, aud gives the place 
nn ftir of culture and refiucinent Type- 
writers average about f^l'-l per week. "
